All Germany, just DOW, is excited 


over the accomplishments of a wonder- 
ful horse "which its owner sincerely be- 
lieves is as well equipped mentally, as 
any school bov of the same age. 


Scientists, public men, the hijh and 


low of Berlin have visited the little 
stable-yard where the Baroii von Os- 
ten and his young stallion, Hans, hold 
private audiences. All are agreed 
that the horse does things never before 
accomplished by any member of brute 
creation. The point is, how 1 


The story of this wonderful horse is 


told in the May "McClure's." His 
owner has spent four years on Hans'- 
education (not training, mind you, 
nothing offends the Baron mure than 
to have it said thatHansis "trained"), 
using the same processes that are ap- 
plied to the young children in the 
Prussian schools, Hans could pass any 
primary grade examination in the 
"three K's" at least: for this eight- 
year-old Orlofl stallion is seemingly 
far higher in the scale of intellect and 
education than most of thejinhabitants 
of the far away .Russian province from 
which he comes. 


Commissions have studied him in 


the painstaking Teutonic way, and 
though unanimously agreed that fraud 
has no part in Hans' performances, 
they have not held identical views on 
the great question of the horse's men- 
tal processes. Whether he thinks or 
merely memorizes is still undecided. 
Edward C. Heyn who writes about 
Hans made his acquaintance formally 
in Berlin. 


"On the day I first saw Hans," he 


saj-s, "I was formally presented to 
him, the Baron leading him up to me 
aud saying distinctly : 


" -Hans, this is .M.r. Heyn." 
" 'Very happy to meet you,' said I, 


but a glance at the grave face of the 
Baron assured me that it was no joke 
to him. Consequently, I did not doff 
my hat as I had intended.

In his statement of "The Greatest 


Trust ;in the World," printed in the 
May number of "Everybody's Maga- 
zine,'-' Mr. Charles Edward Russell 
quotes authorities to show how the 
Beef Trus: bss ruined the cattle busl- 
ness.

price of cattle on the hoof has been 
dropping ;-.nd the price of beef has been 
rising. 


" 'I say this! from my own experi- 


ence.'said my informant, 'that since 
the Trust was formed the producer has 
never been certain of his market. 
When the price drops so low that 
owners stop shipping, the packers push 
the price up a few points to induce 
them to begin shipping cattle again. 
But they have their private and secret 
ways of keeping tab of the cattle com- 
ing into the market, and know to a 
car-load, how many will reach them on 
a certain day. 
When their bait has 


been taken and cattle are on the way 
they put the price down, and the ship- 
per fin s that he must sell at cost, or, 
perhaps, often enough at an actual loss. 
And sell he must, for to ship the cattle 
back to the feeding station would be 
even more expensive. 
/ " 'It i=? a fact that for the last four 
or live years producers have sold both 
cattle ami hogs at a loss, or, at best, at 
cost.

1 n the sturdiness of its roots and 
trunk, in the boldness in which it 
flings oul its tough branches, in its 
strong individuality of character, and 
in ilsctnirral fraitfulness, not forget- 
ting J s imconth roughness of bark, it 
further nia-.iifesis its strong American- 
ism. Its winter bud? are large and 
interesting. Karly in spring the dark 
brown o;;tcr scales fall away. The 
i;i7itr scales then lengthen to protect 
the growing leaf, sometimes attaining 
a length of 15ve inches.

The Adams countv delegates will 


take notice of the above call lor State 
convention on May 24. The sentiment 
of this county is for one candidate for 
Superior Court Judge. Only one can 
be elected. Democracy should present 
the name of but one man pre-eminent 
for his learning, ability and standing, 
who will be recognized as Democra- 
cy's protest to the machine methods 
pf the opposition in degrading every- 
thing, even the Bench, to the purposes 
of the machine. Democracy should 
give the State a judge not alone one in 
name but in every distinguishing fea- 
ture of the great jurists of the country. 


The State convention will vote on a 


proposed amendment to rule= to take 
away from congressional, judicial, sen- 
atorial and legislative conferees the 
power to make nominations in cases 
of deadlocks and give the State Exe- 
cutive Committee th's power. Such a 
change would place nominations in a 
wholly unrepresentative body ot the 
district. Such a rule would be un- 
democratic. It will be a big stick in 
hands of large counties o\er smaller 
ones. In a democracy the electors ol 
a district must make nominations. 
Any other plan would make the 
remedy wnrae tliau the disease of dead- 
lock.

according to specifications. When the 
country inspectors who know nothing 
about iion work look over the job it is 
good enough, yet a shave of one-six- 
teenth or one-eighth of an inch of the 
size of the iron would mean a big sav- 
ing to a contractor."

NEW GAME LAW IN FORCE 


Game of* All Kinds Will Enjoy 


Greater Protection. 


The Uovernor receutly signed a wew 


game law which shortens the open 
season for all kinds of game to be 
found iii county and limits to a greater 
degree than ever the "killing of game 
just to kill it. 


In the first place'the law sets out 


jiibt what are game birds. 
And in 


this connection it may be said that 
blackbirds are put in the game class 
and on the same basis with partridges. 


They may not be killed until after 


September ] of each year. The pretty 
little dove is placed among the game 
birds, also. 


Those birds which .«hall hereafter be 


known as game birds which may be 
killed at some season of tbe year are : 


Swans, geese, brant, sea-ducks, rails, 


coots, mudheu, shore-birds, plovers, 
snipe, wood-cock, sand-pipers, tattlers, 
curlews, wild turkeys, grouse, prairie 
chickens, partridges,quail.doves,wild 
pigeons, reed birds and blackbirds. 


The followiug*birds are not protected 


by any lav, and may be killed when 
and wherever the gunner can find 
them : Blue-jays, English sparrows, 
kingfisher, cooper-hawk, sharp shin- 
ued-hawk, 
gos-hawk, 
duck-hawk, 


pigeon-hawk, great horned owl and 
father crow. 


SQUIKRELS—May be killed from Oc- 


tober 1 to December 1. But no hunter 
dare kill more than six squirrels in 
any one day. The law uses the word 
squirrels without reference to gray, 
red or black. Hence it is understood, 
that red squirrels are now protected. 


RABBITS—Cottontails may be killed 


from November 1 to December 1. This 
shortens the rabbit season fifteen days. 
As many rabbits as can be killed, the 
law allows. 


QCAII.—Or partridge may be killed 


oaly from November 1 to December 1. 
This shortens the quail season one 
month, the previous open season be- 
ing from October 15 to December 15. 
Xot more than ten quail or partridges 
may be killed in any one day, or more 
than forty a week, or more than 
seventy-five in a season by any one 
man. The shooting of quail or part- 
ridges in a bunch on the ground is a 
highly criminal offense and Is punish- 
able by imprisonment andsa fine cf 
not more than 83 00. Quail or partridges 
may be caught during the months of j 
January. February and March, and 
held until the close of winter. 
But 


they must not be taken from one lo- 
cality to another, or they must not be 
sold. They must be released In the 
same section they were caught.

Japan's War on Disease. 


Typhoid, that dread scourge of sol- 


diers, has been almost eliminated from 
the Japanese army in the present war. 
This is only one of a number of achieve- 
ments in the prevention of disease and 
death which I observed while super- 
visor of nurses at the great base of the 
army at Hiroshima, while on the hos- 
pital ships and while at hospitals on 
the Yalu JRiver, in Manchuria. At 
these and at other places I had excep- 
tional opportuuities for noting the 
medical, surgical and sanitary precau- 
tions which have produced such re- 
markable results. 


In three months following the battle 


of the Yalu (May, June, July) Gen- 
era] Kuroki's army had only eighcy- 
three cases of typhoid. There were 
only one hundred and ninety-three 
eases reported in General Oku's army 
from its lauding in Manchuria. May 
6. to the end of the following January. 
Of the many thousands of patients 
treated at the great base hospital of 
Hiroshima. Japan, prior to the end cf 
September, there were only fifty deaths 
of men who had typhoid, and a large 
proportion of these deaths were actu- 
ally due to beri-beri. wounds, or other 
complications. Contributory to these 
results are undoubtedly the facts of 
the great attention paid to sanitation, 
of the daily consumption by every 
soldier of several pills of germ-destroy- 
ing creosote and of the Isolation of 
every case of typhoid, which is treated 
as a contagious disease. Our own 
country showed a sad contrast to these' 
figures at the time of the war with 
Spain. According to the board of ex- 
perts who examined the sanitary con- 
dition of our army, about one-fifth of 
the troops In the camps of mobiliza- 
tion had sufiered from typhoid, which 
had caused four times as many deaths 
as all other diseases combined. 


It is a well-known fact, shown by 


statistics of the last fifty years, that 
.Russian soldiers suffer more from dis- 
ease than soldiers of almost any other 
civilized army ; and direct Information 
which I received last summer con- 
firmed the opinion that General Ku- 
ropatkin had been seriously handicap- 
ped by tbe great amount of disease in 
his ranks.—From !:How the Japanese 
Save Lives/' by Anita Xewcomb Mc- 
Gee in Mav '-Century.'7
